3. Claims 1-4,6-22,24-25,27-43,45-47,49-66,68-88 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: As 
persuasively argued by the Applicant's, none of the prior art of record discloses in 
combination with the other limitations of the claim, a method of modifying material 
represented by information signals comprising wherein at least some of the digital 
representations are modified by making pseudo random changes to the digital 
representations in accordance with a substantially invertible algorithm, which changes 
do not substantially change the number of entropy encoded bits, the substantially 
invertible algorithm being applied by the method of modifying the material to the effect 
of defining a group of the said representations and transposing pseudo randomly said 
representations in said group by determining whether one or more transpositions of the 
representations of the group exist which do not increase the number of entropy encoded 
bits and the, or one of the, transposed groups or the untransposed group in accordance 
with a value of a pseudo random number. Thus the claims are allowable over the prior 
art of record.
